These figures show variations of pro- 
duction and exportation, but io not ex 
plain thaw. Figures give the effects 
only without even a hint as to the 
causes. If we should congratulate our 
selTte over the remarkable galas shown 
in the exportatioi of leaf tobacco to 
the Cnlted Statos. we should be In part 
in error. 

Mexico seems soon deatined to wear 
the mantle of Habana in tobacco pro- 
duction, and, once secured, it is safe to 
predict that it will never pass 
for the soil of the tobaeco region is so 
deep as to be practically inexhaustible, 
being from 8 to 20 feet in depth, and in 
some places even 30 feet. Moreover, Its 
extent is probably 100 times that of the 
Cuban tobacco region, when we tale 
into consideration the fact that, acre 
for acre, the percentage of cultivated 
land at the present moment capable of 
producing tobacco of the very highest 
grade is greater in Mexico than it 
was in Cuba in its best days; we can 
from this easily see what will be the 
amount produced in the future. Mex- 
ico's resources In this direction are 
practically so great as to make 
that It will become rich from I 
alone. No doubt the result will be 
finally to cheapen the "Habana" cigars 
and pnt them within reach of all. 
Mexico will, however, even then raise 
the tohacco. but the cigars will be made 
elsewhere. Why should not the tobacco 
■en of the United States see their way 
to control this biuiaaas, which is certain 
to assume colossal proportions 

It dots seem clear that if the United 
States will follow the initiative sat by 



control of the traffic In ••Habana" 
cigars can be centered la the Kastern 
part of the United States. The tobacco 
lands of Mexico form an Immense In 
verted capital T, the cross stretching 
from Tuxtepec (Oaxaca) and the upper 
valley of the Uapaloapam through 
Southern portion of Oaxaca Into the 
Tehanntepec highlands and thence into 
the state of Chiapas; the nprlght of the T 
stretches from the valleys of the Colo- 
rado and the Trinidad Kivers (which 
form the San Juan River) Kastward to 
the San Andres Tuxtla Canton. The 
cream of the tobacco lands will un- 
doubtedly be found in the valleys ol 
the Colorado and Trinidad Rivers, but 
chiefly the latter. The soil In those 
valleys is from 10 to 15 feet deep and of 
the very richest quality, and is equally

The Army Reorganization, or "La- 
tcoht Bill," Fully Indorsed. 



.1 Hprlngltald Rlltaa Among 



Tamta, Fla., Jan. 23.— In the coaat 
and harbor defenae and Improvement 
convention Friday the committee on 
resolutions submitted its report, which 
was adopted without debate. The res- 
olutions provides that the convention 
shall not submit any auggestion to the 
United States government looking 
toward the appropriation of any spe- 
cific sum of money for the national de- 
fense, leaving the matter entirely to 
recommendation of the proper author- 

Thc army reorganisation or "Lamont 
bill" is fully indorsed, and nn early 
consideration of the same bill by con- 
gress is urged and its passage recom- 
mended. An increase in the annual 
appropriation for the state militia of 
the United States and the distribu- 
tion of the Springfield rifles turned 
in by the United States army 
among the militia or national guard 
of the various states is recommended. 
Congress is urged to enact such legis- 
lation as will give proper aid to the 
naval reserves of our country. The 
yearly addition of fighting ships nnd 
torpedo boats to the strength of the 
navy is recommended.
